One source indicated subject reportedly is head of White 
Crusaders in Pennsylvania. Subject reportedly a leader in 
Minutemen organization in Reading, Pa,, area. Subject 
currently has no automobile or Pennsylvania driver's license and 
is unable to drive. Subject attended. Klan meeting at Sumter, 
S.C., 2/25/68, Subject participated in Klan march and 
motorcade in Reading, Pa., area, 4/13/68. Subject and eight 
other Klansmen arrested by Reading PD 4/13/68 following 
motorcade and charged with inciting to riot. Charges still 
pending. Subject was speaker at Klan rallies at Rising Sun, 
Md., 4/27/68; Tuscaloosa, Ala., 5/18/68; and Gamber, Md., 
7/13/680 Subject attended Minutemen training sessions in 
August and September I967. Subject attended The Assemly of 
Racist Movements in April 1968, Subject presently a member 
of Reading, Pao, Model Cities Neighborhood Council. Subject 
presently operating telephone message service named "FRANKHOUSER

. " ^A. United Klans of America - Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 

Confidential informant PH T-3 advised January 22, 
1908, that on January 21, 1968, a meeting of Klansmen was held 
in Oxford, Pa. The purpose of the meeting was to get the 
leaders in Pennsylvania to sound out their views as to whether 
they would welcome ROY FRANKHOUSER as their spokesman or 
Grand Dragon in the State of Pennsylvania, PH T-3 stated 
FRANKHOUSER is trying to get reinstated as the Grand Dragon 
in Pennsylvania with the United Klans' of America. PH T-3 
stated that a Klansvfoman in attendance stated that FRANKHOUSER 
will be meeting with ROBERT SKELTON in the coming months 
somewhere in the Philadelphia area. She stated that if this 
meeting should not take place then FRANKHOUSER will go to see 
SHELTON at his home. 

PH T-3 advised^ on February 12, 1968, that on 
February 11, 1968, a group of Klansmen met at Dover, Pa. The 
purpose of the meeting was to introduce ROY FRANKHOUSER to the 
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Yor-k, Pa., group and to get the:: opinion of this group as to 
whether or not they v/anted FRANKHOUSER 'to represent them in 
the State of Pennsylvania, It vms decided that a letter would 
be written to ROBERT SHELTON asking him to reinstate FRANKHOUSER 
as Grand Dragon of Pennsylvania. 

Confidential informants PH T-4 and PH T-5 advised 
on February 26, 1968, that ROY FRANKHOUSER of Reading, Pa., was 
present at a United KlanS of America (UKA) meeting at Sumter, 
SoC, on February 25, 1968. PH T-4 and PH T-5 learned that 
FRANKHOUSER has been inactive for about a year; however, he has 
resumed Klan activity and now holds the post of Imperial 
Representative of the United Klans of America for Pennsylvania. 
In this position, FRANKHOUSER will attempt to organize UKA 
in the State of Pennsylvania. FRANKHOUSER indicated that he 
now has some financial backing in Pennsylvania and is optimistic 
about his chances. He said he already has a rally site at 
Reading, Pa,, and will hold a rally this spring. 

In an interview by FBI Agents on March 4, 1968, 
ROY E, FRANKHOUSER, 133 South 4th Street, Reading, Pa., advised 
he is presently Grand Dragon and Imperial Representative of 
UKA in the State of Pennsylvania. He claims to exercise 
complete control over UKA activities in Pennsylvania and 
exercises some influence over the UKA in Ohio and New Jersey, 

PH T-3 advised February l4, 1968, that this date 
Exalted Cyclops EDWARD HELLER,. York, Pa., and Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT SHELTON were in contact by telephone, SHELTON was 
asked if he would reinstate ROY FRANKHOUSER as Grand Dragon 
or any other title or to let him act as a spokesman in 
Pennsylvania for the Ku Klux Klan (KKK) . SHELTON stated that 
due to FRANKHOUSER » s activities in the past with the American 
Nazi Party and the suicide of a Jew in his home who v/as a 
member of the Klan at the time, it is very doubtful that he 
would be reinstated, SHELTON did ackhov/ledge the fact that 
FRANKHOUSER is a brilliant man and could help the cause in 
Pennsylvania, and that he would bring it to the attention at 
his next meeting February 25, 1968, with high officials of the 
Executive Body, . " . 

PH T-3 advised March 4, 1968,- that EDWARD HELLER, 
Exalted Cyclops, ■ York, Pa., is in receipt of a letter dated 
March 1, 1968, from ROBERT M. SHELTON, Imperial Wizard. In 
the letter, SHELTON made reference to the conversation between 
himself and HELLER on February 1^^33.968, Lastto thendfcaTidiJ:fig of 
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ROY 'ERAMHOUSERo In the letter, SHELTON stated, "Mr. ROY 
PRAHKHOUSER is to serve as a coordinator between this 
office and the State of Pennsylvania at the time being unless 
otherwise notified." 

PH T-3 advised on March I8, 1968, that on March 17, 
1968, a meeting of Klansmen was held at Dover, Pa. The 
purpose of the meeting was to explain to the group that ROY 
PRANKHOUSER has been appointed Imperial Coordinator for the 
State of Pennsylvania. PRANKHOUSER discussed his plans to 
have large groups of robed Klansmen appear in various cities 
of Pennsylvania just long enough to create a disturbance " 
and then they are to proceed to their cars and leave just as 
fast as they can. 

On March 26, I968, confidential informant PH T-6 
advised ROY PRANKHOUSER is a representative for the UKA in 
Pennsylvania . 

Characterizations of the UKA - KKKK and the UKA - KKKK, 
Pennsylvania are contained in the Appendix Section 
of this report.

Confidential informant PH T-7 advised June 22, 1967, 
that on June 19, 1967, EUGENE OSBORNE, who currently holds 
the position of Coordinator and Recruiter of the White 
Crusaders of the North (V/hite Crusaders), identified ROY 
PRANKHOUSER as head of the White Crusaders in Pennsylvania. 

C« Minutemen 

PH a?-2 advised July 24, I967, that RICHARD SINGLETON 
stated he feels that Minutemen activities will increase 
locally now that PRANKHOUSER is head of the Minutemen in the 
Reading, Pa., area. 

A characterization of the Minutemen is included in 
the Appendix Section of this report. 

IV. AUTOMOBILE 

PH T-1 advised July 29, 1968, that ROY PRANKHOUSER 
does not have an automobile of his. own and is unable to drive 
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an automobile. He does not have a Pennsylvania driver *s 
license and never did.

01m an automobile and does not have a Pennsylvania driver's 
license • 

V. ACTICrPY OF SUBJECT 

A> Tjnited KLans of America - Knights of the Ku Klxix Klan 

On February 26, 1968^ PH T-4' and PH T-5 advised that 
ROY FRANKHOUSER of Reading, Pa., was present at a UKA meeting 
in Sumter, S.Cc, on February 25, I968; 

On April 13> I968, ROY Eo* FRANKHOUSER and seven other 
Klansmen dressed in white hooded robes walked through downtovm 
Reading, Pa., passing out yellov; leaflets and v/hite cards. 
Following the walk, FRANKHOUSER and eight other .Klansmen drove 
around Reading in a tv?o-car motorcade. FRANKHOUSER V7as ^ 
dressed in a green hooded robe and the remainder of the Klansmen 
in white hooded robes. Following the motorcade, FRANKHOUSER 
and the eight other Klansmen were arrested by the Reading 
Police Department and charged V7ith inciting to riot. The Klansmen 
including FRANICHOUSER \iere released on- $1,000 bail and the 
charges are still pending as of July 31^ 1968. 

On April 29, 1968, PH T~3 advised that a Klan rally 
was held in Rising Sun, Md., Saturdany, April 28, 1968. PH T-3 
advised that one of the speakers at the rally was ROY FRANKHOUSER, 
Reading, Pa. 

PH T-5 advised May 20, I968, that on -May I8, 1968, 
at Tuscaloosa, Ala., a Klan rally waS held at Alberta City, 
Ja cers Park. PH T-5 identified one of the speakers at the 
ralTy^as ROY FRANKHOUSER, Reading, Pa. 

PH T-7 advised July 1, I968, he attended a K lan mee ting 
at Bridget onj NoJ«, on Jvne 29, I968, at vfhich meeting I 

\^ a Klansman, mentioned attending a Klan meeting in ^^ 
Philadelphia on 'June 24, I968, a t which ROY FRANKHOUSER was

at Gairiber, Md, PH T-8 identified one of the speakers at the 
rally as ROY E. FRANKHOUSER, Imperial Representative of 
Pennsylvania, UKA, Inc., from Reading, Pa, 

B. American ';Nazi Party (aNP) 

Confidential informant PH T-9 advised on July 25, 
1967, that on that same date some stickers were observed in 
the possession of ROY FRANKHOUSER. PH T-9 stated these 
stickers bore the picture of a slmll and crossbones. In 
addition, the stickers bore an inscription which said in 
essence "Niggers Beware, If You Don't Stop This Year, You Will 
Die." PH T-9 stated that FRANKHOUSER-upon distributing these 
stickers stated he had gotten them from GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL. 

Chief of Police CLARENCE DERR, Reading, Pa., on 
February 12, 1968, made available a copy of a leaflet reading 
as follovrs:

PH T-3 advised February 20, I968, that on February 18, 
1968, a Klan meeting was held at Oxford, Pa. The purpose of 
the meeting was to decide on ROY FRAMfflOUSER's leadership for 
Pennsylvania o FRANKHOUSER was asked if he had any connections 
with the ANP and about the suicide that took place iii his home 
two years ago. FRANICHOUSER stated that he would not speak 
against the ANP even if ROBERT SHELTON would ask him to because, 
in his opinion, they are very dedicated men and are always on 
the scene when something is happening. He also said that when 
Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING builds the shanties in the cherry trees 
in Washington, D.C., the ANP will be there to tear them dovm 
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^nd tliey v/lll also announce the opening of their new head- 
quarters -on that day. 

A characterization of the ANP is included in -the 
Appendix- Section of this report ♦ 

C > Minutemen 

PH T-2 advised on July 24^ 196?^ that on this same 
date RICHARD SINGLETON in discussing himself and several other 
local Minutemen stated that ROY FRANKHOUSER had recently 
been in Missouri and completed the one V7eek course at Minutemen 
headquarters o Later he mentioned that* this had heen over the 
Fourth of Jvily, 

Confidential informant PH T-10 advised on July 4^ 
1967 J that the Minutemen would hold an. east coast training 
session, known as the Eastern States Resistance Warfare 
5Jraining Program, near Minersville, Paoj>- commencing about 
Aiigust 1, 1967. This training session, would be held for the 
benefit of Minutemen members residing in the eastern one-third 
of the Uhited States « 

Confidential informant PH T-11 advised on August 28, 
19671 the above-mentioned training session was held from 
August 1, 1967^ to August 6, 1967, and one of the persons 
present was ROY PRAlfKHOUSER who commanded a training camp site. 

PH T-IO advised on August 17, 1967^ that information 
had come to his attention during the training session that 
PRANKHOUSER was planning to accompany ROBERT DE PUGH on a 
trip v;hich would cover a three-month period. This trip would 
consist of a tour of various sections of the United States 
in order to visit various Minutemen training camps. This trip 
would commence sometime after August 11, 1967, on v/hich date 
PRANIfflOUSER planned 'to meet DE PUGH in Baltimore, Md. Prom 
Baltimore, DE PUGH and PRAInFIOIOUSER would drive to Kansas City, 
Mo., area and from there commence their trip. This trip would 
not only be for the purpose of visiting Minutemen training 
sites, but v/ould also be for the purpose of enabling PRANK- 
HOUSER to give small arms instructions to Minutemen members at 
the^ various camps. Por this, PRANKHOUSER would be paid a salary 
of approximately |40.00 or $50.00 per week. Although their 
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exact -itinerary is unknown^ DE PUGH and FMNKHOUSER are 
planning. to spend two or three vreeks in Evergreen, Colorado, 
where they vrill he in contact with Reverend lOlNNETH GOFF, 
believed to be a Miniitemen member who runs Minutemen training 
sessions ♦

PH T-9 advised July 9^ 19^7^ that during the pei^iod 
July 2 through July 4, 19^7^ the second annual convention of 
the Patriotic Party, the political arm of the "Minutemen", 
was held in Kansas City, Kansas, and the "Minutemen" training 
program vras held follpvxing the convention at the Minutemen 
headquarters, 613 East Alton Street, Independence, Mo. PH T-9 
advised among persons in attendance was ROY E. FRANKHOUSER, 
Reading, Pa. 

^ ' PH T--9 advised on July 9^ 19^7^ that the Patriotic 
Party convention for District #1 convened at 2:15 p.m. on 
September 3^ 19^7^ in the Continental Room of the Horn and 
Hardart Restaurant located at King of Prussia, Pa.' PH T-9 
advised that one of the speakers at the convention was ROY 
FRANKHOUSER, a member of the mntitemen in Reading, Pa* 

Confidential informant PH T-12 advised September 24, 
1967^ that during the period of approximately August 16 to 
September 2, 1967^ the Minutemen training session was held near 
Evergreen, Colorado • He stated that among the individuals 
present at the training session was ROY FRANKHOUSER, a Minutemen 
leader from Reading, Pa« , 

PH T-2 advised November 7> 19^7^ that ROY FRANKHOUSER 
recently returned to Reading, Pa. FRANKHOUSER said that he had 
spent a considerable period of time with ROBERT DE PUGH in 
Arizona, Arkansas, Nebraska, and Colorado while DE PUGH was 
on a speaking tour. FRANKHOUSER said that he personally stayed 
in the background. FRANKHOUSER stated that he is very interested 
in getting the Minutemen group locally to resume activity and 
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complained that RICHARD SINaLETON, a Ibcal Minuteman, is 
^not as interested in this as FRANKHOUSER feels he should be. 
PRANKHOUSER stated that when activity is resumed it must 
he kept a complete secret.

1968, The Assembly of Racist Movements took place in Washington, 
D«C.^ on April 20, 1968, and on April 21, 1968. Among those 
who registered their attendance was ROY E, FRANKHOUSER^ 133 
South 4th Street, Reading, Pa*, who indicated he was repre- 
senting the United Front Against Communists and Pennsylvania

the typewritten signature of ROY E; PRANKHOUSER, Post Office 
Box 1432, Reading, Pa. The mimeographed letter stated as 
follov^s: 

"In view of the numerous rapes, and assaults 
v/ithin the last several weeks, it is our 
contention that the police forces of- this 
aii'ea are not capable 6f-,^adfequate protection 
for our citizenry. Most p^opler-would be 
shocked to know that the incidents reported 
by the news media are only a fraction of 
such crimes that are occur ing everyday, 

"Our new reformed 'Vigilance Committee' . 
is designed to give us the type of piiritan 
Justice which apparently is needed at this 
time. Fathers of rape victims as well as 
others have Joined with the members of the

"United Front Against Communisin to fight 
this sort of crime. 

"In a short time^ ariried sentries v/ill be 
posted in areas v/here police protection 
has failed. Also^ a free taxi service 
v/ill provide for those v/omen who have 
reason to fear to vmlk the streets after 
dark. Applications for volunteers are 
being accepted. If youiare in favor of 
our new program^ please write me — thank you."

PH T-l advised on June I8, 1968, that several months' 
ago RICHARD SINGLETON conceived and started the Pennsylvania 
Vigilance Committee which is just a name used by SINGLETON 
under v^hich he distributes literatiirei SINGLETON composes 
the literature, prints them on a mimeograph machine in his 
home, PH T-1 advised that the leaflet goes out under the name 
Pennsylvania Vigilance Committee and over the name of ROY E, 
PRANKHOUSER5 however FRANKHOITSER's name is Just used as a front, 

P^ Miscellaneous Activities 

A newspaper article appearing on page three of the 
"Reading Eagle", a daily Reading, Pa,, newspaper, on April 17, 
1968, advised that the Reading Model Cities Neighborhood 
Council held its first official meeting last evening in the 
South of Penn Neighborhood Center, 2l4 South 6th Street, 
Reading, Pa.. Among the council members who attended last evening *s 
meeting v/as ROY E, PRANKHOUSER described as "head of the 
Pennsylvania Ku Klux Klan." (it should be noted that the 
Reading Model Cities Neighborhood Council is a legitimate 
organization operating under the Federal Model Cities Program. 
Members of the council obtained their position by submitting a 
petition of at least 25 names of persons living in their neighbor-- 
hoods).

4th Street, Reading, Pa,, telephone numbers 375-4371 and 375- 
.4372o Messages' change at irregular intervals). PRAmmouSSR 
has used the message service to espouse? various right-wing 
propaganda. 

PH T-2 advised April 5, 1968, that RICHARD SINGLETON 
stated FRANKHOUSER is now getting a lot of attention, more 
than he had hoped for, through the distribution of literature 
and his telephone message service, "FRANKHOUSER SPEAKS." 

PH T-2 advised April 22, I968, ROY FRANKHOUSER said 
today the number of calls made to his telephone message 
service, "FRANKHOUSER SPEAKS", have dropped from around 8,000 
per day to around 2,000 per day.

D. Interview of ROY FRANKHOUSER by 
Bureau Agents on March 4, 1968' ■ 

ROY E. FRAl'^KHOUSER, 133 South 4th Street, Reading;- 
Pa., advised on March 4, I968, he is presently Grand Dragon 
and Imperial Representative of the United Klans of America (UKA) 
in the State of Pennsylvania, claims to exercise complete 
control over UKA activities in Pennsylvania and exercises some 
influence over the UKA in Ohio and New Jersey. FRANKHOUSER 
estimates UKA membership in Pennsylvania at approximately 300 
to 400 members. FRANKHOUSER pointed out that he voluntarily 
disassociated himself with the UKA a year or so ago when he 
and ROBERT SHELTON disagreed over UKA policy. He stated he 
was reinstated after a meeting with SHELTON about three or four 
months ago at UICA headquarters; hox^-ever, he did not receive 
his official commission until about three vreeks ago. 

FRANKHOUSER stated there are five klaverns of UKA 
in the State of Pennsylvania and mentioned specifically Reading 
and Pittsburgh. Alldaes are sent to National UKA headquarters . 
and vrere recently raised from 50^ per month to $1.00 per month. 
FRANKHOUSER stated dues for "the Reading klavern are |1.50 to 
$2,00 because of operating expenses he must have as Grand 
Dragon o FRANKHOUSER refused to divulge' the number of members 
in the Reading klavern. 

FRANKHOUSER again stated that about two months ago 
the leaders of all m.ajor right-v^ing • groups met at his home 
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and formed the United Front Against Communism (UFAC) to 
coordinate intelligence informatioft; He stated that; during 
this meeting differences betv/een the various right-wing 
groups vfer© "ironed out" and he feels a common understanding 
and great deal of unity was achieved at this meeting. 

PRANKHOUSER further stated that in the very near ' 
future the ahove -mentioned meeting and the formation of UPAC 
will be made public through a release in a national magazine. 
He refused to name the magazine. FRANKHOUSER stated that no 
writer for the national magazine was present for the meeting; 
however, UFAC will furnish written documented proof of the 
presence of BOB DE PUGH and BOB SHELTON and other right-wing 
leaders at this meeting. 

FRANKHOUSER advised the Pennsylvania UICA is sponsor^, 
ing a klan rally in Reading this spring to "kick off several 
other rallies to be held in Pennsylvania this summer." He 
claims the rally will be held horth^\ofrReading\;bn-Route.-222, 
but refused to disclose the exact time and place. He did 
indicate a lease has been signed between his organization 
and a farmer who owns the land on v;hich the rally v/ill be held. 
FRANKHOUSER stated this farmer is a KLan member. FRANKHOUSER 
stated speakers at the rally will include Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT SHELTON and BOB JONES of the North Carolina DKA. 
According to FRANKHOUSER, SHELTON-plans to fly into Reading 
I/funicipal Airport via his private-ovmsd airplane. FFIANKHOUSER . 
stated this rally will be announced in advance on his automatic 
message telephone system located in his home. ' The number is 
375-4371. 

liTlANKHOUSER stated he has' no control over the 
Minutemen organization, but has some limited influence in that 
some of the members come to him for counsel. He. stated 
there is no cross -membership between the UKA and Minutemen 
as in the past because of the definite distinction betxveen the 
groups which has evolved. 

FRANKHOUSER stated that in his opinion the most violent 
of the Klan groups are the V/hite Knights who actually advocate

FRANKHOUSER obtained his 
position with the Model Cities Agency as did all other 
persons in the Agency by circulating a pet5-tion in his 
neighborhood to obtain the required number of signatures 
(25) to have himself placed -on the agency as a representative 
of that neighborhood.- All members of the Reading Model

It should further be noted that FRANKHOUSER is 
the subject of PH 105-415 8 and is currently the imperial 
representative of the United Klans of America, Inc. , for 
the State of Pennsylvania.

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to^ 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute, 
and the United Klans has the sasxe aims and objectives as 
Ijhe parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source -and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Kians, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in iVuite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by ROBERT M. 
SHELTON, Imperial Wi2a??d, and is the dominant Klan group 
in the South, ^ith units in several southern states). 

Second, source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged v/ith the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 7, 1968, that the. 
UKA is currently an active organisation, .with Klaverns in 
several states. This source said that ROBERT W. SHELTON 
xs the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected 
to- this position on September's, 1987, at a National 
Klonvocation in Tuscaloosa, Alabama.
